His 
purpose was to c <ll on the family of one who 
had been bis friend and benefactor In the 
days of need. Behind him was a rapidly- 
drivn carriage, containing one who had 
known him for many years, shared his confi- 
dence and his friendship, but between wrorn 
madness and discord had risen. The pursuer 
reached the hotel before the pursued, and qui- 
etly stationed himself at the head of the stair- 
way. In time the victim arrived. 
Uncon- 


scious, unattended—with bowed head, as 
in thought, or, perhaps, oppressed with the 
weariness of the day's work—be slowly as- 
cended the stairs. He was, as it were, in a 
pit. 
There was no retreat, no refuge, no pos- 


sible evasion or defines. 
So, when a pistol 


was aimed down the stairway, it covered 
every inch of it. 
The one in concealment 


fired, the victim fell, and the weapon was fired 
s^ain and again at the pleading and stricken 
visitor. 
This done, the satisfied assailant 


went his way—the way being to the ad- 
joining prison 
There was 
no attack, 


no word of warning, no apparent 
impulse 


towards the deed. 
The slayer 
and the 


slain were both young men, with gifts, oppor- 
tunities and friendships. Before them life 
opened with tbe brightness and beauty of 
mcrning. In a moment, as by a flash, it van- 
ished. The morning became night—the night 
of tbe prison and the grave. 


It is not for us to sit in judgment np?n the 


heroes of this tragedy. Of the man who is 
dead we may speak—of the one by whose 
hand 
he died we must 
be silent 
in 


presence of the law. For what be has done 
be must answer to bis God and his country, 
and may he have speedy and unbending 
justice. No journal has a right to anticipate a 
jury's verdict or to prejudice the case of one 
who is to answer for bis life.

In this age of chaos—this heaving, tumbling 


age—all things are possible. The life of this 
Prince of Erie—his sad, tragic, 
sudden 


death—whatever we may call it—are natural 
phenomena. Let us look to it and apply the 
lesson which is written upon 
this day's 


chronicle 
in snch terrible, 
bloody let- 


ters. Society needs a general purification. 
The war did its share, but more remains to be 
done. The Pyramids spoke to Napoleon with 
the lessons of forty centuries. 'Shall this 
republic hope to have '«forty centuries" of ex- 
istence? See what Borne did in her tbree hun- 
dred years of republican life. The memory 
of that epoch is ever present. It gave us 
Brutus. We are about to close the first 
century of onr nation's life. 
What have 


we jive* to the world? What lesson have we 
tanght ? How much have we contributed to the 
comfort and happiness of mankind? In our 
pride we may say that if Borne gave the world 
Brntus, America has given it Washington. It is 
only our pride that speaks. Borne passed from 
Brutus to Heliogabulus and Nero in four cen- 
turies. We have passed from Washington to 
t'ais poor Prince of Erie. But Borne did more. 
She developed Csesar and made Christ's 
teachings possible. Even kings pay tribute 
to that splendor, wbea Russia crowns her 
Czar and Germany her Kaiser, and adore the 
bumble Jew who paid tribute to Tiberias. 
America has not reached such a consumma- 
tion, nor are we oa tbe way to it 


L>t ns therefore bury this dead man with all 


honor to tbe good that was in him. "Why," 
said Mrs. Stowe, "did you love this horrible 
Lord Byron, when you'knew of bis follies 
and crimes?"' 'Because, my dear," said Lady 
Byron, "there was tbe angel in him." 
There was this in the Prince of Erie; 
but hia life, bis death aud the social chaos 
which found expression in their impress upon 
all were grave and immediate responsibaities. 
Chaos seems to have triumphed, but is it not 
time the triumph should end? 
Is it not time 


that government and order and tradition and 
religion and moral law should begin to reign ?

Perhaps there li no department of the gov 


ernmenl where administrative mismanagement 
ran !«> covered up so well as In the Treasury. 
few people know much about financial mat- 
ters on such a scale as those portaloln? to the 
government. To mogt the subject 
of the 


national finances In as great a mystery as 
the Sibylline oracles could be. Not many, 
consequently, pay much attention to It. Then, 
Treasury figure* ar» capable of belnj so ar- 
ranged as to deceive tbe public. Mr. Bouf- 
well, for example, has had his financial opera- 
tions laid before the country In most flattering 
exhibits, apparently, and bis friends and par- 
tisans have gnng praises to him for the ability 
they think he has shown, yet there never was 
in tbis couitry, probably, a more incompetent 
Secretary of the Treasury. 


Our Washington correspondence, published 


to-day in another part of the paper, shows 
that Mr. Boulwell has been inconsistent and 
bas no determined financial policy, except, 
indeed, 
tbat 
he 
has 
been 
consistent 


since he entered the Treasury is keep- 
ng np burdensome and unnecessary taxation 
and making jobs for rings of friends and 
speculators. Just before be became Secretary, 
and while a member of the House of Bepre- 
entatives, he introduced a bill which provided 
bat no percentage, deduction, commission or 
compensation of any amount or kind should 
be allowed to any person for the sale, negotia- 
tion, or exchange of any bonds or securities of 
the United States, or of any coin or bullion 
d'sposed of at the Treasury Department or 
elsewhere on account of the '"United States. 
By the same bill all acts authorizing or per- 
mitting, by construction or otherwise, the 
Secretary 
of 
the 
Treasury to appoint 


any 
agent, 
other 
than 
some 
proper 


officer of his department, to make such 
sale or negotiation of bonds and securities 
were to be repealed. It provided also that 
all exchanges, purchases or sales of bands 
should be made by 
inviting competition 


through advertising for proposals, and then 
the awards to be given to be best bidders. It 
was to be the same with the sales of gold. No 
agents were to be employed, all was to be 
done through tbe proper officers of 
the 


Treasury Department, and there was to be the 
most free competition and publicity. The bill 
did not piss, and Mr. Bontwell has done 
much, no doubt, to prevent such a measure 
being passed since he has been Secretary. 
His policy as Secretary of the Treasury is not 
the same as when he was in the House of 
Bepresentatives. The very Jobs he appeared 
intent on preventing while a member of the 
Hous« he has since favored. 


In the syndicate job, which gives to agents 


unconnected with tbe Treasury — to a few fa- 
vored bankers and speculators — near two mil- 
lions of dollars for negotiating a hundred and 
thirty millions of tbe new loan. If the whole 
of the fifteen hundred millions authorized by 
the funding act of Congress to be funded 
should be negotiated at tbe same rate of cost 
the loss to the Treasury and country would be 
about twenty-three millions. What new light 
had flashed upon the mind of Mr. Boutwell 
siace 1869 when he was so intent on having 
no outside agencies to negotiate govern- 
ment securities, and no commissions al- 
lowed for doing so? 
To say the least 


th* 
whole 
syndicate 
transaction 
looks 


suspicious. 
The profits allowed to the agents 


for placing the hundred and thirty millions 
of tbe loan, as the negotiation of the new five 
per cents, or barter of securities has been 
catted, are without parallel in the financial 
operations of this country, or, perhaps, of any 
great country in these times. Mr. Boutwell 
has acted ia this matter contrary to the spirit 
and intention of the funding act of Congress, 
if not indirect violation of law. One-half of 
one per oeat, or six hundred and fifty thou- 
sand dollars, waa the total amount allowed 
and not to be exceeded for all expenses in the 
sale or conversion of a hundred and thirty 
millions of securities. This is explicit and 
there is no way of evading the law directly, 
yet the Secretary evades it indirectly. H* 
gives the Syndicate the interest on the bonds 
for a certain time, which is tantamount to pay- 
ing a commission of about two millions of 
dollars. No amount of special pleading can 
overcome this plain and damaging net. 


In his gold sales as well as in his bond pur- 


chases and operations Mr. Boutwell has over- 
stepped tbe duty of his position. He has 
entered the market as the bulls and bean of 
Wall street do, to affect prices, aad thus to 
benefit those who are in the Treasury Btng or 
in th* secret of Treasury operations. He 
goes beyond the limit of his duty when be 
interferes with the market. Such conduct is 
an injury to the solid business men of the 


country to hav« Its securities hawked about b 
such a manner. We consider lh« iBecretury 
hM failed" Jn his funding sohemo, notwith- 
standing the conversion under pressure and st 
tfreat cost of two hundred millions of seourU 
tl -s. He fc-lt this himself, no doubt, when he 
resorted to the questionable means we have 
spoken of in funding a small portion of the 
debt. 


Moneyed Institutions, capitalist* and the 


People, both In this country and abroad, will 
taka our securities when they want them, and 
find It profitable to do so, without the aid of 
syndicates. 
The press and its advertising 


columns prove to be tbe best agency in these 
days. A great nation is not like an insurance 
company or a dry goods bouse, needing drum* 
mers to improve its business. Put the whole 
debt into long time or interminable consols, 
bolish a hundred millions of taxation a year, 
et strict economy bu observed in the expen- 
itures of government, let a moderate sinking 
iindbekeptin operation, and measures be 
taken at once to return to specie payments, 
and we venture to say the credit of ths coun- 
try would rise and our national securities at a 
lower rate of interest would soon be absorbed. 
The debt would be extinguished through a 
si,iking fund or by applying surplus revenues, 
if It be desirable to extinguish it entirely, just 
as soon as tbe bonds were mads interminable, 
or had to run forty or fifty years, as if they 
had only ten years to run. The whole fund- 
ing scheme and our financial policy need 
remodelliug. The first step, however, is to 
find a competent man for Secretary of the 
Treasury.

The great feature of our pulpit budget this 


morning is the resignation of the Rev. Mr. 
Hepworth from the pastorate of the Church of 
the Messiah and the incidents which accompa- 
nied his farewell sermon. 
Maalier, truer or 


more independent Christian words have been 
rarely uttered in the pulpits of tbia city than 
were spoken yesterday by tbis 
eloquent 


preacher. And the applause with which his 
words were greeted, and the hisses which met 
the utterances and actions of a few persons 
who were unchristian enough to insult him 
gratuitously, showed unmistakably in what 
direction the sympathies of the people lie. 
It is not often, that a minister is found bold 
enough to gay of his own denomination that it 
had of late admitted to its fold men who would 
not be received into any other Christian body in 
the world. Should Mr. Hepworth seek to build 
up a church organization here he will undoubt- 
edly have the- sympathy and rapport of very 
many who now worship in the Church of the 
Messiah. This church seems to be fatal to 
heterodoxy. First, Dr. Osgrood left it and 
became an Episcopalian minister, and now 
Mr. Hepworth takes a new departure, proba- 
bly for Congregationalism. Oar readers will 
find his sermon in to-day's HEEAU> interesting 
and instructive. 


Dr. Chapin entertained his church yesterday 


with a New Tear's sermon illustrative and sug- 
gestive of progress in life—not merely for this 
life, but for that which is to come. Of all 
wretched men the Doctor deems him the most 
wretched who leads an aimless life, and such 
a life every man leads who neglects religion— 
his highest good, the salvation of the soul. 
The Bev. Mr. Longacre encouraged his Metho- 
dist congregation to hold fast to the words o 
truth, and to educate their children in th 
truths of the Bible if they would have them 
firmly fixed upon a rock against which the 
gates of hell cannot prevail. Dr. Bichardson 
preached a New Tear's sermon also, aad di- 
rected the attention of his hearers toward 
fruifr*ea«Bg aad the pruning and care that is 
needed thereto. The only reason he knew 
why any nan should ask to be spared another 
year Is that he may bear fruit. This is the 
object of creation and of redemption. The 
Bev. Mr. Evans wished bis congregation, like 
the great Apostle Paul, to "forget the things 
that are behind and to press forth to those 
that are yet before" in this year 1872. He 
gave them many good and sufficient reasons 
for so doing, which oar readers wffl and ont 
for themselves. 


Mr. Beecher seems to be boffing over with 


love, if we may judge Gram the frequency 
with which he makes it the theme of his dis- 
courses. Teaterday he contrasted God's love 
with man's, and pictured also the manifesta- 
tion of God in natare and in grace. In the 
former power, order, arrangement are seen; 
In the latter gpodoess, tenderness, love and 
pity are manifested. We fear, however, that 
many weak souls would stumble at snoh 
theology M this. 
"If," said Mr. Beecber, as 


reported, "we have the product* of the 
temperate cone from onr lukewarm nature, 
God is tropical aad intense in love. We are 
at liberty, then, in framing God, to take what 
is best in man." 
This, without farther 


elucidation and explanation, we should con- 
sider rather a loose way to frame a conception 
of God, bat Mr. Beecber throws oat a few 
broad aad qualifying sentence*, which give 
assurance that be is still true to truth.

If we may trust the assurances of tnoss who knew 


him best tnere probably never was a man who was 
more generally misunderstood by the pnbitc than 
James Fisk, jr. He WM a man who had a great 
abnorrence of all hypocrisy, anJ whose theory of 
life It WM to show to the world hla wv ret side and 
to conceal very tareiuUy all his good qualities from 
tne public knowledge. He WM ostentatious of his 
faults, 
and 
never 
could 
be persuaded 
to 


do anytning in public except on rare occa- 
sions, 
sueh M 
ttat 
of the 
Chicago 
flre, 


which would lead the public to oeileve him to be 
the generous and large-hearted man he really was. 
Dortmr the last four or flve years of nls lire, in 
wtuch it has been generally supposed that he lived 
in a style of unexampled luxury, and spent enor- 
mous amounts on his personal enjoyment, the truth 
was that except his four-in-hand, his kox at the 
theatre, and one or two matters of that kind— 
whlcn all the world knoivs abon'—he lived In a 
much more simple style than tbree-lonrths of the 
persons wno have his income. At tbe time of his 
death, and for a long time previous, ne lived in

of the very plainest kind, rather dilanMated, occu- 
pying only two rooms in It, and the oniy real luxury 
in which he indulged was the luxury of unusual 
cleanliness.
